ties brought Mitchell into court in a 
soldier's uniform. As the militia were 
on duty about the courthouse and the 
jail this 
disguiso of the prisoner 


worked perfectly. 


The crowds that 
wci'e about the 


grounds and in the streets did not 
know what was going on, and those 
who saw Mitchell en route from the 
jail to the courthouse did not recognize 
him. Tho doors to tlie courthouse 
vere all guarded y the militia. 


Prosecuting Attorney Waite repre- 
cntcd the state, and Attorney Flaugh- 
r the prisoner. With the military 
,bout the building and the crowds out- 
ide, Mitchell w;is badly scared. He 
waived the reading of the indictment, 
)lead guilty and was sentenced to the 
axtreme limit, 20 years for criminal as- 
ault, in the penitentiary. 
The hearing occupied only a few mo- 


ments. The court ordered the sheriff 
to take the prisoner to Columbus at 
once, at which place lie \vas expected 
;o arrive before midnight. 


Jail Hroken Into. 


After Mitchell was sentenced by court 


and the sheriff ordered to take him to 


olumbiiB there was trouble again. It 


was thought that the officers mfrglit get 
Mitchell through the crowd disguised 
as a soldier, but bis color prevented 
this plan and a carriage was driven to 
Lhe jail. Then the mob broke in and 
demanded tlie prisoner. 


The jail was strongly guarded by the '' 


militia, and the sheriff felt secure so 
long as he did not venture out. The 
governor refused to send more troops 
to Urbana, and it looks like the pris- 
oner can not be removed till reinforce- 
ments are furnished. 


The Soldiers Shoot. 


At 1:30 a. m. mob advanced on tho

THE AMBASSADORS 


Of the Powers Outline a Flan of Peace 


Negotiations. 


Constantinople, June 4.—The first 


Bitting of the peace negotiations was 
held at the Topane palace between the 
ambassadors of the powers and Tewfik 
Pasha, Turkish minister for foreign af- 
fairs. No secretary was present, and 
the only record that will "be kept of the 
proceedings was such as each ambas- 
sador will make for himeslf.

Of this the state gets 30 per cent., or 
f7,140. The counnty poor fund gets 20 
per cent., or $4760. 


The remaining 50 per cent., Ill,900, 


goes to the city. This is divided equally 
between the police and general revenue 
funds each of which will receive $5,- 
950. 


This is about the average number of 


saloons, although a few less than last 
year.
